$100,000,000 Won’t Reme- 
dy Depression, Says 
Toronto Economist 


TORONTO, Jan. 30.—The pro- 
posed government expenditure of 
$50,000,000 to $100,000,000 on public 
works would be quite inadequate 
to bring about economic revival and 
give Canada a “new deal,” Prof. 
Gilbert Jackson, University of To- 
ronto economist, told the Canadian 
Construction . Association at the 

~¥erk-hotel here. 


Wheri the national income has 
been reduced by 40 per cent—when 
hundreds of thousands of our work- 
ers are still unemployed—1! do not 

row really enthusiastic over a 
relatively small expenditure.,” said 
Prof, Jackson, commenting on Pre- 
mier Bennett's promise that a ‘mod- 
erate’ program of public works 
would be undertaken. 

“The proposal to revive industry 
by spending public funds is not in 
itself foolish. It is not original, 
either, In this, as in so many other 
things, we are copying our Amer- 
ican cousins, whose lead we natur- 
ally follow because we are a polit- 
ically timid people. President 
Roosevelt has shown us the way, 
spending dollars by the billion on 
construction, We propose now to 
follow his example, but.spending a 
dime only, where he spends a five- 
dollar bill. 

“My criticism of what we propose 
to do relates largely to the size of 
the sum that we propose to spend. 

“If this expenditure is intended tc 
revive construction, it is likely to 
be not enough; but if it is intended 
merely to substitute it for direct re- 
lief, then we are making a rever- 
sion from a cheap method of re- 
lieving unemployment, to one that 
is much more expensive—in short. 
I suggest that we must make a 
choice, which should, indeed, have 
ben made some time ago; and that 
the projected expenditure of $50,- 
000,000 or $100,000,000 is really 
nothing but a postponement of the 
necessary choice.”

Legislation Being Brought 
Down by Premier Recom- 
mends This Step 


OTTAWA, Jan. 30.—The bill to 
be presented to the House of Com- 
mons authorizing and providing 
the set-up for a Central Bank in 
Canada, will follow quite closely 
the recommendations of the Mac- 
millan Royal Commission, it was 
learned today. 

This will be true particularly in 
respect to that section of the re- 
port which recommends that the 
bank be privately owned. Restric- 
tions will be placed in the measure, 
however, to guard against any one 
individual or organization securing 
a controlling interest. 

The legislation will not fix the 
salaries of the governor and direc- 
tors, but will provide against ex- 
cessive directors’ fees and surround 
the ‘organization with huch restric 
tive regulations as to maintain it 
along the lines of a public utility. 

It is expected the legislation will 
be brought into the house lete this 
week, as will the bill to provide the 
decennial revision of the Bank Act 
and extend the bank charters for 
another 10 years.

This reluctance to call a_ by- 
election in South Oxford, was 
proof that the government had 
lost confidence in itself.

LONDON, Jan. 30.—Intimation 
the British government is striving 
to break the present disarmament 
deadlock, a threat of tariff reprisals 
against France and a declaration 
the time is not ripe for a return to 
the gold standard, marked yester- 
day's reasembling of the house of 
commons for what promises to be 
an unusually important session, 

Sir John Simon, secretary for 
foreign affairs, said merely that 
the British government in the pres- 
ent grave situation regarding the 
arms reduction felt the time had 
come to make known its attitude, 
and its views had been expressed 
in a memorandum to the powers 
concerned. This will not:be made 
public for some time, 

Sir John expressed the British 
government's determination “to 
make further positive contribution 
so far as it lies in its power” to a 
disarmament agreement. 

Later, in reply to questions con- 
cerning reputed decision of the 
United States, Soviet Russia, Japan, 
Belgium and Switzerland to 
strengthen their air forces Prime 
Minister Ramsay MacDonald, while 
not referring directly to disarma- 
ment, said the government had 
made it “their earnest endeavor to 
secure parity for the principal air 
powers at the lowest level at which 
an international agreement can be 
secured,’ 


TRADE RETALIATION 

Walter Runciman, president of 
the board of trade, warned that un- 
less France restores the quotas on 
British products prevailing before 
Jan, 1, within 10 days, the United 
Kingdom would be forced to take 
“immediate retaliatory action.”

Upon Own Bodies 


NEW YORK, Jan. 30.—A recently 
found substance produced by rats to 
curb their own cancers was report- 
ed to the public for the first time 
yesterday in a report from Colum- 
bia University. 

The rat extract was found by 
Professor William H. Woglom of the 
Crocker Institute. For years it had 
been known that when a cancer is 
grafted upon a rat, his own body 
may produce a mysterious sub- 
stance which cures the cancer. 

Dr. Woglom obtained substance 
by using cancer tissue like a sponge. 
He grafted cancer cells upon a rat, 


leaving them there for a few days| th 


only. When he removed them he 
found the cells had soaked up from 
the rodent's body some of the un- 
known substance which the rat al- 
ready had begun to manufacture for 
protection. 

This extract had the power of 
killing cancer cells outside the rat's 
body, so that if mixed with a cancer 
graft, it prevented the cancer from 
“taking.” But when injected into the 
body of a rat already having cancer, 
the extract had no apparent effect.

Menu Prices 


A new and happier deal is to be 
declared for the employees of res- 
taurants in Edmonton. A new} 
shuffle in the price deck leaves the 
}eating public with a jack-high hand 
and the cafe managers with tops in 
every suit. From now on it will 
take some mighty smart finessing 
to get a 25 cent meal in any eating 
house in Edmonton. 

As a result of conferences during 
the past two weeks between Ed- 
monton cafe men, the popular “two- 
bit” lunch will be off the menu. 

The 25 cent mid-day meal, a lode 
stone around the necks of cafe 
managements for the past three 
years, is to be jacked up ten cents 
and the extra profit will go to 
swell. the wage envelopes of res- 
taurant employees. 

Virtually every leading restaur- 
ant and cafe in the city, along with 
a good percentage of the tea rooms 
and lunch counters, has declared in 
on the néw deal. Even if some cafe 
managers side step at the last min- 
ute and stand by the present price | 
scales, the leaders are determined 
to carry through for an increase. 

A la carte meals and booth prices 
are to remain unchanged. Only 
“specials” will feel the raise.

EVERYTHING GOES UP 

The increase in fruit prices in 
Edmonton, according to cafe supply 
buyers, is due to fruit houses and 
wholesalers getting together to 
eliminate price cuts. Up to recently 
a general wholesale warehouse cut 
the price of fruit to good customer 
in other lines. There are no re- 
ductions now, to any one. 

The cafe men argue that for self 
preservation and the benefit of 
employees, meal prices must be 
raised to cope with rising commod- 
ity prices because, water, heat, 
light, gas and rent have remained 
unchanged. 

“They did not drop at any time,” 
was the statement. 

On the new scale prices are fig- 
ured at 10 to 15 cents up. 

A ‘special’ breakfast at present, 
fruit juice, cereal, bacon and eggs 
and coffee sells for around 35 cents. 
The new scale will be 45 to 50 cents. 
The a la carte breakfast, the same 
things in larger quantities, comes 
on the table at 75 cents and will not 
be increased, 

The lunch prices are the ones 
upon which the guns are trained. 

Up to three years ago the public 
paid 25 cents for rolle, butter, soup 
and coffee—the present charge for 
a three course lunch at noon, The 
new price is to be 35 cents with 
little or no change in the a la carte 
lunch. 


“IT CAN'T BE DONE” 

“Special” dinners ranging from 
25 to 50 cents go up a dime with no 
extra charge for a la carte service 

Cafe men refuse to cut down 
quantity or quality in order to re- 
tain the two-bit lunch. “It can't 
be done,” they say.

TAKE A CHANCE 

The Chautemps Government at Paris re- 
signed because the Chamber of Deputies in- 
sisted on setting up a committee to investigate 
the Bayonne pawnshop scandal. 

The parliament of Canada need not be de- 
terred from investigating the latest Beauharnois 
scandal through fear that the Bennett Govern- 
ment might resign. Nothing is less likely, what- 
ever the investigation might show; and if it did 
quit the country could sustain the shock. 


RELIEF NEEDED NOW 

Ex-Judge Stubbs says the C.C.F. party can- 
not win the next election, but he thinks it will 
win sometime. 

The people of Canada cannot wait for re- 
lease from the present condition of progressive 
deflation until some time in the uncertain fu- 
ture, however rosy the promises of ultimate 
deliverance. 

They need relief at the carliest moment they 
can possibly get it. If they are wise they will 
pool their voting strength in electing candidates 
of the Liberal party, which is pledged to give 
them relief, and which can and will win the 
next election if those who want relief stand 
together solidly in its support. 

MORE ECONOMY—IN SPOTS 

Hon, E. N. Rhodes has set a good precedent 
in bringing down his main estimates on the day 
parliament opened for business. Good, that is, 
if the main estimates really indicate the spend- 
ing program of the Government. If these are 
merely progress estimates, to be followed by 
supplementaries embodying the real program, 
their early submission is only a gesture. It is 
to be supposed the “main” estimates are what 
the term implies. 

If so, the policy for the year is to be one of 
continued “economy’—in spots. The total is 
$17,000,000 less than the expenditure for the 
currént year, the saving being made by dis- 
missing employees, cutting pensions, skimping 
public services. Nothing is said about applying 
the “economy” treatment to the national debt 
charges, either by paying off bonds or by cut- 
ting down interest rates on these. 

Less money is thus to be distributed as 
wages and as pensions to those having claims on 
the public, but we are to continue the suicidal 
practice of paying interest to private parties 
for the use of public credit, with apparently no 
attempt even to reduce these rates. Last year’s 
interest bill was $138,000,000, Next year's bill 
may be expected to be about the same, perhaps 
more, 

A reduction of ten per cent on interest 
account would amount to nearly as much sa the 
$17,000,000 to be saved by firing Government 
employees, reducing pensions and_ pinching 
public services. If the interest rates were re- 
duced in keeping with the pruning under these 
headings, the saving would be double the 
amount, 

Three years’ experience has shown that the 
taxpayer has nothing to hope for from a policy 
of “economy” applied only to pay envelopes 
and pensions, Taxes are not to be brought 
down by such cheese-paring. They have gone 
up with every successive slash that has been 
made in these directions. 

If taxes are to come down, “economy” will 
have to be applied where there is big money 
to be saved—that is to the $138,000,000 interest 
bill the taxpayers are made to pay each year 
for money the nation did not need to borrow 
and which the Government could pay back if 
it wanted to. The estimates prove there is no 
intention on the part of the Government to do 
any economizing, “ruthless” or other, in that 
quarter, 


WHY NOT FACE THE FACT? 

The resignation of General Araki, Japanese 
minisier for war, has not convinced Moscow 
that Japan's intentions are peaceful. Neither 
has the speech in which Foreign Minister 
Hirota explained the foreign policy of his 
country. A hot blast of suspicion is the res- 
ponse of Moscow newspapers to these incidents, 
which newspapers, it is pertinent to remember, 
can only stay in business so long as they do 
not express views counter to those of the Soviet. 
The net result is to leave relations more, rather 
than less, strained between the two countries. 

The far eastern situation is badly in need of 
some cool thinking and tempered discussion 
on the part of all nations concerned. And un- 
less it gets that treatment no amount of “war 
talk” between Tokio and Moscow, and no repeti- 
tion of pacifist platitudes in other quarters, is 
likely to avert the war that no country and 
no sane person can want.

If the reader will take a map of Alberta and 
draw a line from Edmonton to Lloydminster, 
another line from Edmonton to Calgary and 
another line from Calgary to Empress, the 
square indicated by these lines and the eastern 
boundary of the province contains an area 
larger than the arable land in the whole island 
Empire of Japan. Unless some one can show 
how a nation of 80,000,000 people (77,000,000 in 
1920) are to feed themselves from a block of 
land that size, and how they are to employ 
themselves in a country lacking iron and other 
basic materials for manufacturing industry, 
there is no point in arguing that they do not 
need more territory, and quite as little use 
telling them they should not try to get it. 

Perhaps the Japanese people should have 
deliberately checked their birthrate and been 
content to subsist as they could on their moun- 
tainous islands. But just who was to make 
them do that? And who is going to put them 
off the continent of Asia now without having 
to fight them, or to tell them they must take 
no more territory there if they need it? 

The alternative is to candidly recognize the 
economic urge that is behind Japan’s policy of 
aggression. If the League of Nations would 
sponsor a world conference for the study of that 
basic fact it would be doing more to preserve 
peace in the Orient than has been accomplished 
by admonishing Japan to curb its racial im- 
pulse, and a good deal more than is likely to 
be accomplished by heated broadsides between 
Tokio and Moscow.

Gilbert and Sullivan who wrote the comic 
opera “Patience” with its character “Richard 
Bunthorne,” “strolling down the Strand with a 
lily in his hand” on the infatuation of the young 
poet Oscar Wilde for the lovely Lily Langtrey, 
would have added to the hilarity of the hemis- 
pheres were they alive today. Poor Oscar, 
poseur and egotist théugh he was, wouldn't 
have allowed a summons-server to sever him 
from the object of his passion. His was a more 
princely devotion, poor and unknown as he 
then was, standing in the shadows near the 
stage door till the carriage approached, then 
stepping forward to open the door and bow, and 
silently present his floral token. 

Once when the situation strained the nerves 
of the famous beauty she ordered the stage 
hands to “keep that man away.” A glimpse a 
few days later of the deep misery in his sens- 
itive face made the actress relent, and Oscar 
was permitted to resume his silent devotion. 

Only a few years later and Oscar Wilde had 
his own name in large letters above the theatre, 
and was courted for his wit and brilliant satire. 
He had society at his feet. But a few more years 
and the Victorian morals he had pilloried were 
revenged on him. His art life ended, with “The 
ballad of Reading Jail” though he lingered on 
in punishment, an outcast, ill and poor, and died 
under an assumed name in Paris. 


If the Japanese couldn't recognize the 
princely claims of Mr. Woolworth Mdivani, they 
have undertaken the task of making an Em- 
peror out of Mr. Henry Pu-Yi, Pu-Yi was at 
one time known as the boy-Emperor of China, 
Born to the family of the reigning Manchus, 
about thirty years ago, little Pu-Yi ascended tha 
dragon throne at the age of three. He was only 
seven when the Manchu regime was overthrown 
and Pu-Yi resigned the job of being a boy- 
emperor. Probably his youth saved his head 
for his narrow shoulders. 

It isn’t easy for royalist heirs to live in 
security. There are always lords who wish to 
gain the gratitude of the puppet by restoring 
it to the throne. When he was but 14 years of 
age a group of Chinese warlords brought him 
back in triumph to the Manchu throne. He was 
old enough then to understand the flecting 
nature of the glory that was his for the three 
days his second emporate lasted. 

Since 1917, when he fled for the second time 
from the throne, Henry Pu-Yi has been living 
under the protection of Japan. He has grown 
into a thin, mild, scholarly and bespectacled 
man of thirty. Japan is a party to placing him 
on the throne of Manchukuo (the new name for 
Manchuria) of which he has been “regent” 
under Japan for the past two years. The “new 
constitution” created by Japan will be un- 
changed and the dominance of Japan will be 
indicated publicly by the early visit of Prince 
Chichibo, younger brother of the Japanese 
Emperor, to convey Japanese congratulations, 

The decree creating Pu-Yi Emperor of Man- 
chukuo states that he has ascended the throne 
“at the command of heaven and in the accord- 
ance with the wishes of my thirty million sub- 
jects.” It makes no mention of Japanese guns 
and yen, but Henry won’t need to be told that 
he is Japan’s puppet, placed there to help 
secure popular consent to Japanese control, 

The new Emperor, Henry Pu-Yi has shown 
himself in contrast to his fathers by two deci- 
sions. He has announced that he will not have 
a harem and a lot of concubines. He has one 
wife and that is al] he wants. 

The other decision is that persons desiring 
an audience must wear silk hats and spats. No 
mention is made of any other articles of attire. 
It is a sort of modified nudism, Some of our 
popular bacon-curers and pot-bellied company 
directors look amusing enough in court uniform 
with three cornered hats, gold braided coats, 
silk panties, buckled shoes and swords, How it 
will add to the attractiveness of court levees if 
the Emperor Pu-Yi's court costume becomes 
general, 

One of the Hearst papers a couple of weeks 
ago had a picture of the Princess Babs in her 
hotel room at San Francisco, sitting in a low 
chair with her legs crossed, a cigarette in hand, 
a “dimpldé’ of Scotch, a bottle of beer, a bottle 
of liquor and necessary glasses by her side. It 
was to give pictorial corroboration to its claim 
that the Princess Barbera is every inch a born 
princess,

gets a picture of the Emperor Pu-Yi firing a 
bunch of beauties like the Goldwyn girls out of 
the royal abode and returning the bows of a 
number of assorted fat and thin males clad 
only in silk hats and spats.

Doing What You 
Like to Do

The newspapers ‘and magazines are now full 
of plans telling you what you are to do with 
your new leisure. You may already have started 
to think about what you would really like to 
do with this spare time which is yours each day. 

Many of you spend the day at tasks which 
really interset you very little 
and it becomes necessary for 
you to figure out something 
to do in your extra time which 
will yield you the satisfaction 
gained by carrying out some- 
thing that you would really 
like to do. 

I believe that you will get 
more out of life if some part 
of the day is devoted to do- 
ing what you yourself really 

Dr. F. McCoy enjoy. In other words, it is 
good for you to take a little time now and then 
and spend it in a way that is pleasing to you. 
You may think such time is wasted, but I can 
assure you that, if it is spent in a way that is 
definitely interesting to you, it is not wasted 
but will yield great benefit. 

A human being with no definite interest 
in life often lapses into a dull frame of mind 
and takes no interest in going on living; how- 
ever, as soon as he wakes up and finds some- 
thing that he likes to do, he becomes a differ- 
ent person. His eyes light up, his step becomes 
more brisk, the tones of his voice change, and 
he looks forward to some part of the day in 
eager anticipation. You have all seen people 
suddenly transformed by finding something in 
which they can become deeply interested. In 
many cases this occurs when they chance upon 
something which they really like to do. We 
call these outside interests “hobbies.” 

Let me assure you that you will gain only 
benefit from setting aside some space and time 
which is your own to do with as you like. If 
you do not know of anything which you can 
do which you like, the best plan is to start 
looking for some form of wholesome pleasure. 
The world is literally full of thousands of things 
which you would like to do, and if you do not 
begin to enjoy some of them, you are really 
cheating yourseif. 

In trying to find out what you really like 
to do, each day will give you plenty of material 
for experiment. Remember the thing for you to 
find out is not what you pretend to like to do 
or what your family would like to have you 
do, but what deep down in your own heart you 
really do like. As an easy example for you to 
follow, when you wake up in the morning, ask 
yourself if you really want to get up. Do you 
like to get up or would you prefer to stay in 
bed? When you eat your breakfast, ask your- 
self if this is the kind of meal you really like. 
Follow out this general method for a week and 
you will become convinced that there are many 
things in the world that you really like to do 
and you will find that it is often possible to 
combine what you really like with what is 
good for you. 

I even believe that your family life will be 
much more pleasant if each member in it will 
occasionally practice this habit of doing exactly 
as he likes even though it is different from 
whet the others like to do. For example, per- 
haps father would enjoy a motion picture 
which is entirely different from the one that 
mother would enjoy; the way to settle this is 
for each of you to go and see the one that you 
really want to see.

It is essential that she secure an 
abundance of ‘the foods containing calcium and 
that in addition she be given vitamin D. Vita- 
min D may be obtained either through the 
foods used or through sunbaths or treatments 
with the sun lamp. If you will write to me 
again, I will be very pleased to send you some 
definite instructions regarding the care of 
rickets which I believe will be of benefit to her.

AN ELECTION OF 

NATIONAL UNITY 
On this date, in 1843, an election 
took place in Rimouski county 
which was of great national and 
historical importance, The union 
of Lower and Upper Canada was 
still in its experimental stage; 
ignorance and religious prejudices 
had made racial antagonisms a 
daily part of political life. The 
Reformers had a majority in the 
Assembly, but their tenure of 
office was endangered by possible 
cabals in and out of Parliament. 


habitant of Lower Canada that 
the Reformers of the upper prov- 
ince were friendly; it was imper- 
ative that the voters of Upper 
Canada must be convinced that 
the French were not enemies, but 
friends. 

But the question was: How 
best can we illustrate, this to the 
people? Luckily, upsets in two 
elections provided the machinery. 
Baldwin and Lafontaine were a 
unit in believing that the union 
could only be made a success if 
the English and the French under- 
stood each other, It was the for- 
mer’s luck to be able to give the 
people of Lower Canada proof of 
his earnestness. Lafontaine was 
defeated in Terrebonne county in 
1841; Baldwin had been clected 
for both Hastings and the fourth 
riding of York. He saw his op- 
portunity and grasped it. Calling 
his constituents of York he ex- 
plained to them that as a mark 
of friendship to Lower Canada |

and as proof of his true partner- 
chip with Lafontaine he asked 
their consent to resign and that 


they should elect the French 
leader in his place. The patriot- 
ism and the drama of the proposal 
enthused even that centre of Pro- 
testantism, York County, and so 
it was that Lafontaine sat in the 
Assembly for an Upper Canada 
riding. 

Lafontaine’s opportunity to re- 
ciprocate came two years later. 
Baldwin had been sworn as at- 
torney general for Upper Canada 
and went back to Hastings county 
for re-election; but was met by 
rabid appeals to racial prejudice 


and was defeated. Lafontaine 
seized the chance. He invited 
Baldwin to be the member for 
Rimouski, probably the most 


French county in Lower Canada 
and with but a handful of Eng- 
lish-speaking and Protestant elec- 
tors. 

It was a short campaign but a 
picturesque one. Starting at Levis, 
opposite Quebec, a cavalcade of 
sleights, with musicians of all 
sorts, torch-bearers and all the 
paraphernalia of an election of 
those times, journeyed all the way 
down to Rimouski. Everywhere 
the hospitable habitants gave the 
gentleman from Toronto a hearty 
welcome. Only a very few could 
understand what he said; not 
many of Baldwin's aides could 
understand what the habitant 
said; but they each knew what 
the other wanted—to rivet a chain 
of amity between the two prov- 
inces and show that they could 
be made into one Canada. 

Baldwin was returned and for 
over a year the Protestant leader 
sat for a Roman Catholic con- 
stituency.

PENSIONS FOR THE BLIND 
Editor Bulletin: According to 
the report which appeared in 
your paper of Saturday last con- 
cerning the attilude of Premier 
Tilley of New Brunswick on the 
question of pensions fer the blind, 
brought up at the inter-provin- 
cial conference at Ottawa, might 
I be permitted to try to correct 
the erroneous impression which 
the Hon. Premier's words will 
doubtless have created, He claims 
that blindness ig no worse an in- 
liction then deafness, tuberculosis 
and other ailments so prevalent 
in this the age of medical science, 
The question of assistance for 
the blind of Canada has never 
really been seriously considered 
by the government of the coun- 
try. There are schools for the 
blind in a few parts of eastern 
Canada, but in the west there are 
none. Blind children have to go 
to Brantford, Ontario, to receive 
an education that will enable 


them to do a few things which 
they would otherwise have to do 
without, Reading Braille, sew- 
ing, music, etc., are part of the 
curriculum, But it is not so easy 
for them to make a livlihood for 
themselves when they finish at 
school, and the question of their 
support is invariably a matter for 
the attention of their relatives 
and friends. 

The question of the working 
chances for the blind is well 
illustrated in a table of figures 
recently published by the Society 
of Workers for the blind, Lon- 
don, England. These figures are 
for the year 1932 and include all 
the blind people of England and 
Wales from 16 upwards, 

Employed, 9,124; trained but 
unemployed, 374; under training, 
1,619; not trained but trainable, 
643; unemployable, 48,028, 

Perhaps Premier Tilley might 
find a different opinion if he 
were to see these figures? 

Sir John Aird recently stated 
that the Maritime provinces did 
not need three governments, Now 
Brunswick has only a population 
of a trifle over 400,000 and yet 
the premier of that province can 
throw a monkey wrench into a 
pension scheme that would be 
agreeable to the blind all over 
the Dominion, and also very 
acceptable to their relatives and 
friends,

The furnishing of homes and occupations to at least one mil- 
lion people on terms of ample and certain productive power is 
one which no other nation in the world presently possesses. The 
United States is spending about one billion dollars in the western 
states—and spending it usefully and profitably—to attain results 
of greatly less value and use than Canada will certainly obtain by 
spending ten million dollars to complete rail extension to Finlay
